Such tes- 
timony as that of Littlefield, Pickett 
and Maddox instead of having the de- 
sired effect, must necessarily prejudice 
the case in minds of Conservative men 
and so embitter Republicans that ‘the 
perpetrated frauds will escape due at- 
tention and punishment and a pre- 
mium offered to political dishonesty. 
The Democrats have entrusted their 
cause to David Dudley Field, a man 
who for legal attainments has no peer 
in the House. He has worked up his 
case and applies his immense legal 
knowledge and abilities to obtain a 
verdict in favor of Tilden, regardless 
of the moral elements involved therein 
Such investigations may win for the 
time, but in the future will react against 
the party employing such questionable 
means. One result of the present in- 
quiry is that Republican members of 
Congress believe thut their party is 
more honest than the Democratic par- 
ty, and that it has been grossly im- 
posed on.

According to the showing 
made by Mr. Mighels, nearly or quite 
$200,000 has already been expended 
upon the property and its improve- 
ments. It would be a pity for the 
State to lose this sum, but it would be 
a greater pity to lose still more. If 
the title to this property cannot be 
fully settled in the State before the 
last days of the present Legislature, 
we think it will be the duty of that 
body to make an appropriation to 
build a prison somewhere else—prob- 
ably in Reno, as a good deal of money 
has already been expended there. 

We are glad to notice this impartial 
tone on the part of the nterprise. It 
is what we have asked and looked for, 
and all that Washoe county asks of 
the State that this question may re- 
ceive fair and careful consideration 
at the hands of both press and Legis- 
lature. Any one who reads Mighels’ 


statement upon the title question can 


readily see that no title is vested in 
the State, and that Mitchell’s claim 
was mace perfect through the neglect 
of State officers. Better legal ability 
than that possessed by Mr. Mighels 
has been exercised upon this question 
and decides it without hesitation 
against the State. Two other points | ‘ 
which should be remembered are, that 
we have been compelled to pay in law 
suits for these tifteen years of occupa- 
tion, and that Treadway et als now 
sue, not for title but for possession. 
There is practically no question in 
the Courts as to title, this being a suit]; 
for ejection. 

We are sorry that Mr. Mighels did 
not see in advance that to carry the 
Reform School on one shoulder and 
the Carson Prison on the other was a 
heavy burden for one Legislature. 

We stated some time since that Mr. 
Mighels was attempting this stupen- 
dous feat and counseled him against 
its results. We said that it showed a 
weak cause and would not succeed. 
In fact the Speaker's evident attempt 
to make a hoodlum school settle the 
Prison question was the subject of 
our recent discussion with the Fnter- 
prise. That journal thought we were 
mistaken in regard to the intent of 
Mr. Mighels, but subsequent events 
and Thursday's Legislative proceed - 
ings would go far towards proving our 
position to be correct.

You were after- 
wards tried by a jury of your peers, 
one of your own selection, and by them 
convictegl of the crime of murder in 
the second degree. Have you now

The defendant's counsel, Mr. Varian, 
here interposed a motion fora new 


trial, in arrest of judgment, which 


motion being overruled the Court 
proceeded to say: The better emo- 
tions of the human heart prompt feel - 
ings of sympathy and pity towards 
our fellow creatures when under the 
cloud of misfortune and adversity. 
To say that you are unfortunate would 
be merely a misstatement of the true 
position which you now occupy. I 
am not disposed to refer in detail to 
the various scenes of the cruel tragedy 
in which you were so prominent an 
actor, but will content myself with 
saying, that after hearing. the testi- 
mony in the case, and after a week’s 
reflection, I am of the deliberate 
opinion that you are entitled to no 
further consideration of mercy than 
was extended to you bythe jury in 
finding you guilty of murderin the 
second degree; therefore, it becomes 
my duty, in compliance with the de- 
mands of justice, to inflict upon you

He remarked 
that he had been subjected to immense 
prejudice, and, had he received jus- 
tice, he would have been a free man. 

The Conductor called “all aboard,” 
and Thomas Kelly passed on rapidly 
to his future home. The spectators 
slowly turned away, few said any- 
thing, and all resumed their former 
employment. And thus, notwith- 
standing the almost universal opinion 
of the justice of the Court’s sentence, 
“the quality of mercy 1s not strained.” 
The natural sympathy of the human 
heart was awakened and men could 
not but realize the severity of the 
sentence, and shudder at the punish- 
ment which man has awarded to man's 
infirmities.
